Residents urged to put forward ideas on how 
to improve local cycling and walking routes

WEST Lancashire has been included in 
an ambitious new county council plan 
which aims to double the number of 
people cycling and also increase how 
many residents walk at least once a 
week by 10%. 

The scheme also hopes to reduce levels 
of physical inactivity to below the national 
average by the target date of 2028. 

A key part of the strategy is to publish a 
number of local cycling and walking infra- 
structure plans, featuring proposals to join 
up the gaps in the existing network of 
footpaths and cycle routes and provide 
safer, direct and more convenient routes. 

A plan will be produced for West Lan- 
cashire and people are being asked to help 
shape the plans by taking part in a survey 
about current cycling and walking provi- 
sion in their area. 

The councils want to know what they 
think the gaps are in the network and 
what facilities would enable them to walk 
and cycle more. 

The county council are already working 
on the new active travel schemes in West 
Lancashire at Tawd Valley Park and on the 
Cheshire Lines Cycle Park which goes 
through the borough. 

Working with Lancashire County Coun- 
cil, the borough council have come up 
with plans for the area of Ormskirk town 
centre around St Helens Road, Moor 
Street and bus station, called the Ormskirk

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Residents are being urged to share their views on cycling routes. 


Eastern Gateway Project. 

This plan involves demolishing the bus 
station building to create “valuable open 
space” in the town centre through which 
the proposed new cycling routes with the 
town centre and the railway station can be 
connected. 

This plan would introduce safer walking 
routes and dedicated cycle lanes. This 
includes improving the St Helens Road- 
Moor Street road junction and providing a 
dedicated cycle lane in St Helens Road to 
create a safer environment for pedestrians 
and encourage more cycling. 

The other scheme is the Parbold-Appley 


Bridge towpath improvement project. 

Cllr Charlie Edwards, cabinet member 
for highways and transport at Lancashire 
County Council said: “To develop our plan 
further, we need people to get involved 
and tell us what they would find useful in 
their local area. 

“We want to get views from people of 
different backgrounds and abilities about 
cycling and walking to help us make 
S which will have real bene- 
its.”

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Mum and son jailed 
for illegally burning 
rubbish at waste site

A MOTHER and son from Aughton have been 
jailed for illegally storing and burning rubbish 
at a waste yard site in south Sefton. 

Patricia Hills, 69, of Moss Delph Lane, was jailed 
for one year and her son Mark Hills, 44, of Turn 
Pike Road, was sentenced to eight months in prison 
after a trial at Liverpool Crown Court on March 22. 

The pair had been prosecuted by the Environment 
Agency for failing to operate within an environ- 
mental permit for dealing with waste at the 
company site on Redfern Street, in Bootle, which 
was called MWM Recycling. 

Merseyside Police and the Environment Agency 
(EA) carried out a raid at the site in August 2018. 

The site had its environmental permit revoked 
and an enforcement notice issued to clear the land 
of waste. 

Despite this, waste continued to be stored and 
illegally burnt on site. Additionally, steps to clear 
the waste stored on the site by the company were 
not completed. 

Patricia Hills was found to be running the com- 
pany and as well as her prison sentence she has also 
been disqualified from being a director for five 
years. 

Mark Hills oversaw the day-to-day running of the 
site. 

Ashleigh Bennington, area manager at the Envir- 
onment Agency said: “The Environment Agency is 
committed to taking robust enforcement action 
against those who break the law, to protect com- 
munities and the environment. 

“In this case, Patricia and Mark Hills were offered 
extensive advice and guidance from Environment

Agency officers but despite this, failed to clear the 
Redfern Street site of waste, and even accepted fur- 
ther waste when they did not have a permit to do 
so. This caused an unacceptable risk the local com- 
munity and environment. 

“Sites like this, undercut legitimate businesses 
and risk harming the environment. That’s why, we 
are determined to make life hard for criminals and 
support legitimate business by disrupting and stop- 
ping waste offenders. 

“Members of the public can report waste crime to 
our 24/7 incident hotline on 0800 807060, waste 
crime can also be reported anonymously via 
Crimestoppers online or on 0800 555111.”

West Lancs Council 
‘has no interest in 
joining Southport’ 


Borough’s leader pours 
cold water on proposal 
as ‘financially unviable’

WEST Lancashire Borough Council has “no 
interest” in expanding into Southport, says local 
authority leader Cllr Ian Moran. 

The Champion revealed last week how West Lan- 
cashire’s Labour MP Rosie Cooper had written a joint 
letter with Southport Tory MP Damien Moore urging 
the government to expand the borough to include 
Southport. Ms Cooper said the borough was currently 
in ‘no man’s land’ between the two big centres of Liver- 
pool and Manchester and needed to include Southport 
to “give ita stronger voice.” 

Cllr Moran, however, said the council has “no 


interest” in merging with Southport and he does not see 
it as “remotely financially viable.” 

He added that they were already pursuing a county 
devolution deal with neighbouring Lancashire councils 
including Chorley and South Ribble. 

The idea has also been condemned by Sefton Council’s 
leader, Cllr Ian Maher, who said it would be “disastrous 
for the people of Southport” if the town moved into Lan- 
cashire. 

The letter by MPs Rosie Cooper and Damien Moore 
asked Michael Gove, the minister for Levelling Up, 
Housing and Communities, for measures to be put in 
place for Southport to leave the Sefton Council area and 
join West Lancashire. 

Aspokesperson for Damien Moore told the Champion 
that the MP had a “very brief face-to-face chat” with Mr 
Gove last week over the plans, and they will schedule a 
meeting for more detailed talks at a later date. 

MP Moore claims that the reason for the proposal is 
because of “council mismanagement” in Sefton, while 
MP Cooper believes the addition of Southport in Lan- 
cashire would give Ormskirk and Skelmersdale a 
“stronger voice.”

Closed pub could be 
turned into homes 


Plan to convert former Stanley Arms 
building into three terraced houses 


Report by Tom Martin 


A CLOSED-DOWN village pub which has become 
an eyesore and is used by squatters could be 
turned into terraced houses. 

Plans have been submitted to convert the former 
Stanley Arms in Up Holland into three terraced 
houses. 

A five-bedroom detached house would also be 
built at the back of the property. 

The applicants Advance Electrical & Solar, say the 
proposed homes at the Ormskirk Road site would 
‘mirror the adjacent terraced houses.’ 

The Stanley Arms closed in January 2020 after no 
permanent tenants for the business could be found. 

It was then boarded up and left abandoned. 

The applicant states that previous owners Admiral 


Taverns disclosed that the pub’s closure was ‘a result 
of poor trade and competition from other nearby 
public houses.’ 

They added: “By changing the use of The Stanley 
to residential accommodation, we will create family 
homes in Up Holland and continue to ensure the 
success of the other local public houses. 

“As The Stanley has already been closed for more 
than two years, previous customers have already relo- 
cated. The Stanley has been boarded up and 
abandoned for the past two years leaving an eyesore in 
the picturesque village of Up Holland. 

“As it stands, the building is in need of serious 
repair. Upon ownership of The Stanley, we noted 
that there were squatters occupying the property 
and outbuildings, creating opportunity for anti- 
social behaviour, vandalism and illegal substance 
misuse. The building has been subject to graffiti and 
vandalism including broken windows.” 

The application states that there is general support 
from residents for the proposal as the building has 
attracted anti-social behaviour.

A COMMUNITY group dedicated to bringing 
renewable and low-carbon energy solutions 
to Skelmersdale is being launched. 

The Skelmersdale Community Energy Asso- 
ciation will hold its first meeting on 
Wednesday, April 6 at the Ecumenical Centre. 

It has already successfully applied for 
funds to undertake a feasibility study into 
potential for powering the town with renew- 
able sources of energy. 

It hopes measures can be adopted to 
address fuel poverty as households are see- 
ing their energy bills rise massively. 

The scheme would involve a ‘closed’ sys- 
tem of energy with renewable sources 
powering heat arrays. 

The energy would come from a mix of solar 
panels, heat pump systems and small wind 
turbines, if there is community approval. 

The locations for these will be examined in 


the feasibility study. 

The scheme could be funded via a Com- 
munity Benefit Society under the regulation 
of the Financial Conduct Authority. 


Organiser Paul Cotterill said: “As an 
informal group we've already made quite a 
lot of headway, and our delighted that we 
have been funded by the North West Rural 
Community Energy Fund to commission an 
expert-led feasibility study.” 

He said there could be potential to develop 
a ‘closed’ system of renewable energy within 
the town. This means heat could be released 
to homes in the town independently from 
the national grid. 

Mr Cotterill added: “It would also be able to 
feed excess into the grid for sale, with pro- 
ceeds going into a ‘community benefit fund.’ 

“We need to do the technical detail so we 
can put together a community-owned invest- 
ment plan. 

“The cost-of-living crisis, alongside the cli- 
mate emergency, means we need to move as 
quickly as we can on this. 

“This first meeting is a step in that process. 
I hope people will find the time to come 
down to hear about progress to date, and 
discuss plans for the future.” 

The meeting starts at 7pm with the focus 
on agreeing the constitution and electing a 
first management committee, followed by an 
opportunity to discuss initial proposals.

However, John Brindle liked the artwork 
and wrote: “Awesome, love it, some people 
make me laugh, anything to complain.” 
Lynne Graham was also a fan and commen- 
ted: “Brilliant work, love it!”

Collective 
defence via 
NATO best way 
to keep peace 


The letter entitled ‘NATO can be incoherent and seen as 
provocative’ can itself be challenged on several points 
not least that NATO is in some way responsible for the 
death and destruction being rained upon Ukraine. 

Whilst I agree that a debate has not happened in Parlia- 
ment; we are as a society able to debate and if necessary 
disagree with the course of action being followed by our 
Government - who we can remove via the ballet box. 

This is not something the main belligerent in this affair 
allows. 

To even consider that we are ‘extending a war’ by giv- 
ing the unfortunate Ukrainians the means to defend 
themselves is a strange distortion. 

The letter goes on to argue that autocracy has lifted 
hundreds of millions of people out of poverty in China 
while democracy had failed the people of India 

Tam sure if the author was to take a deeper look into 
history he would see that Chinese autocracy with 
policies such as ‘The Great Leap Forward’ and ‘The Cul- 
tural Revolution’ actually led to the deaths of millions 
anda further retrenchment into poverty. 

The elimination of poverty in China only started with 
the embrace of global capitalism and political system 
was largely irrelevant. 

The author should also look at the economic figures 
from India where World Bank-acknowledged poverty 
reduction programmes, plus an emerging middle class, 
would contradict the above statement. 

The letter finally discusses the merits of collective 
defence and actually makes some valid points with 
which few people could disagree. It is a shame that he 
then proceeds to state that it can be difficult to determine 
whether NATO is peace maker or war maker.

Dare I suggest that it is because they can see they are 
directly threatened by Russia and they see the aforemen- 
tioned merits of collective defence in a defensive alliance 
to be the best guarantee of their and their peoples’ 
human rights.

A MAN from Skelmersdale is set to walk more 
than 1,000 miles from Liverpool, Christ the King 
Cathedral to St Peter’s Basilica in Vatican City, 
Rome as he wanted to do something positive 
after struggling to cope during the pandemic. 

Terry Devine from Digmoor, who is a borough 
councillor for Moorside, will also be raising money 
for local charities, including Ormskirk Hospital, as 
the NHS has helped his daughter, Brooke, who is 
waiting for a kidney transplant. 

The 55-year-old, is an ex-British Serviceman and 
has seen action in the army in Northern Ireland, 
Kosovo and Iraq. 

He will start off walking on Sunday, May 15, from 
Liverpool to Dover and will then travel to Calais on 
the Ferry. 

Terry, who is self financing the fundraiser, will 
then walk on the pilgrimage route, the Via Franci- 
gena, all the way to Rome. 

This route covers north east France to Lake 
Lausanne then to the Swiss Alps crossing into Italy 
at the St Bernard’s Pass to Aosta, Italy then to Rome 
on a way-marked way. His journey will finish at St 
Peter’s Square in Vatican City, Rome, which he 
expects will be in the middle of September. 

He has already walked many routes in this coun- 
try, including across Hadrian’s Wall and along the 
Pennine Way. 

The local charities involved will be: the Children’s 
Ward at Ormskirk Hospital; Blossom’s Legacy; 
Twinkle House; and Arlo’s Support. 

Terry said: “I wanted to do something positive 
after struggling during the pandemic. This will be 
my first trip to Rome. It is the last item on my 
bucket list. 

“I found it hard through the Covid 19 lockdown 
being locked in and my only escape was work. 

“I found it hard to motivate myself and get out of 
bed in the morning.

“During the pandemic, I found myself in a cata- 
tonic state and would attach myself to the couch 
with a quilt over myself. 

“The change came after my fiancée saw the state I 
was in, and work saw the state I was in.

Terry explained he chose the particular charities 
to collect for as ‘they do excellent work in the com- 
munity.’ 

He added: “I wanted to support Arlo’s Support 
charity. I worked at the Concourse when Blossom 
died and we knew her and her family. The work 
Twinkle House does is unbelievable as well. 

“I chose to fundraise for the hospital as I wanted 
to give something back to the NHS. The care they 
have given my daughter has been fantastic.”

YOUNG executives, the late poet laureate Sir 
John Betjeman once opined, drove the firm’s 
Cortina. Nearly 50 years on, the same go- 
getters will be ruddylucky ifthey get a 1-Series 
chucked in as part of their competitive salary 
package - and now it looks increasingly likely 
that they'll have to pay to park it outside the 
office too. 

Theres a lot of talk at the moment about 

various local authorities rolling out what's 
known as a Workplace Parking Levy - 
essentially, a business is asked to pay an annual 
charge for each of the parking spaces it owns, 
which in turn is used by the council to fund 
better public transport. 
The good people of Nottingham are way ahead 
on this one, having used their £458-a-space 
levy to fund an extension of the city’s tram 
network. Scotland has just given its various 
towns and cities the power to roll out WPLs as 
they see fit, Leicester's consulted on a similar 
scheme, and in the face of an air pollution alert, 
London mayor Sadiq Khan's on the case in the 
capital. It's worth pointing out that as far as Pm 
aware neither Sefton nor West Lancashire are 
planning anything similar at the moment — but 
nor, I reckon, would they want to rule it out. 

And as a devoted driver I hate it, right? Not 
exactly, but I reckon there is a smarter way of 
doing it without crippling our young executives. 
Real-world residents who are almost certainly 
struggling with trying to save up for deposits 
on houses in new-build estates in the middle 
of nowhere and, when they do scrimp together 
enough, will then be paying £1.60 a litre to 
get to and from them to their offices, largely 
because there isn’t a bus that runs early enough 
to get them into work before 9am. 

My chief beef with WPLs is that a parking 
space is exactly that - a vacant spot that says 
absolutely nothing about whats going to be

parked in it. It might, for instance, spend five 
days a week being occupied by an Audi S8 
Black Edition, for which the company MD 
will have forked out £105,610 and for whom 
£40 a month is no big deal. On the other hand, 
it could be filled by an 05-plate Fiesta owned 
by a working mum whos behind on the gas 
bills. Unless its meted out by businesses in a 
measured way - and at the moment, there's no 
requirement to do so - it’s essentially a tax that 
hits the poorest hardest. 

I reckon that rather than issuing a blanket 
levy that simply stings you for being cheeky 
enough for owning a car AND using it for 
commuting, the powers-that-be could charge 
drivers instead for the kind of cars that'll be 
filling the spaces. Anyone rich enough to own 
a brand-new Lotus Emira could pay top whack, 
but those tootling around in Polos and Corsas 
could be charged rather less. Perhaps incentives 
could be introduced to incentivise ownership 
of eco-friendly models. Oh, and in the interests 
of making it fair, lets make it nationwide rather 
than rolled out piecemeal by councils, and 
charge all drivers across the whole range of 
motoring that they do. 

You could call it - wait for it - a road tax. I 
think it'll catch on. Oh wait...
